• Verify the accuracy of each UTC
• Ensure completeness of HIV case reports
• Report HIV positive case reports in a timely 

manner 
• Continue named-AIDS reporting as usual

Laboratory’s Role in
HIV Surveillance

• Laboratories in Hawaii‘i that perform HIV 
testing report of confirmatory HIV +ve test 
results

• Laboratories that outsource to mainland 
HIV testing sites report of confirmatory 
HIV +ve test results

AIDS Cases, US, 2002

• As of 2002, number of AIDS reported = 859,000
• CA, FL, and NY states reported to CDC 44% of the 

cumulative cases, and 38% of cases were in 2002.
• Rate of AIDS cases ranged from 0.5/100,000 in ND to 

162.4/100, 000 in D.C.
• In 2002, 43,950 cases were reported, 158 AIDS cases 

were in children.
• In 2002, 74% of the 43,950 reported AIDS cases were 

in men and 26% were in women.
• In 2002, 158 (0.4%) cases in children were reported

HIV (non-AIDS) Cases, US, 2002

• As of 2002, 199,759 HIV (non-AIDS) cases were 
reported to CDC from 39 confidential named-
based reporting states.

• NY, FL, NJ, TX, and NC reported 35% of the 
cumulative cases.

• In 2002, Fl, NY, and TX reported 64% of the total 
HIV cases.

• In 2002, 68% of the 35,147 reported AIDS cases 
were in men and 32% were in women.

• In 2002, 420 (1%) cases in children were reported.
